Two defendants were found not guilty. The verdicts were brought in 


at 10 a. in. All those adjudged were found guilty on all the counts as 
charged in the indictments. 
The jury was discharged and court adjourned 


until 10 a. m. Monday, at which time sentences will be imposed. 


Seiffert and Buckley were discharged from custody. 
After Judge Anderson had cleared the courtroom of all spectators andj 


the families of the defendants the 3 8 prisoners were taken into custody by 
deputy United States marshals and special'detectives and conveyed to the

Mayor O'Donnell refused to sign the-warrant, on the 
ground that the police pension bill did not include the superintendent of 
police and for the further reason that Moffatt had not complied with the 
law requiring him to be in readiness to respond if called upon to perform 
service, but had spent much of his time in Canada. .Judge Morton holds that 
Moffatt did not cease to be a member of the police department when he 
was retired and that to be entitled to his pension he is not obliged to re- 
main within the state so as to be subject to a call from the mayor to per- 
form duty.
